FACT: Unlike 1995's Judge Dredd, which starred Sylvester Stallone as the futuristic 
lawman, the new film's star Karl Urban (Bones in Star Trek) has confirmed that the 
helmet will never come off to keep true to the comic book character.

Meet the hostage who 
dared to escape...

ACK IN July, 1995 
American John 
Childs and five 
other backpackers, 
took a trip into the 
Indian Himalayas in 
the troubled Kashmir region. 
They went seeking beauty but 
soon found themselves taken 
hostage by Islamic extremists. 
John escaped, the others are 
still missing or confirmed 
dead. Here, John tells of his 
terrifying ordeal... 

Hello John. What were you 
doing in the Kashmir region? 

I was in India on a business 
trip. It was my first visit 
to the region and I wanted 
to make the most of it, so 
decided to spend my last few 
days trekking in Kashmir. 

Were the other people in your 
party close friends of yours? 

I went to Kashmir alone. I'm 
very private and I didn't want 
to go trekking with others. 
I should have turned back the 
minute I arrived at Srinagar 
airport and saw the sandbags 
and soldiers. I didn't know the 
people I was kidnapped with 
until we were seized. 

How did the kidnap happen? 

I'd been up in the mountains 
a couple of days and I was 



suffering from altitude 
sickness. When we got back 
to the campsite, around 4pm, 
I went to lie down in my tent. 
The next thing I knew, there 
was a militant pointing 
a Kalashnikov at me. A large 
group of long-haired 
mujahideen-type figures had 
overrun the campsite. They 
were armed with knives, semi- 
automatics and handguns. 

Did your captors tell you why 
they were kidnapping you? 

The leader told us some 
bullsh*t story about looking 
for Israeli spies in the valley. 
After seizing all our passports, 
he chose me, Don Hutchings, 
who was also American, and 
two British trekkers, Keith 
Mangan and Paul Wells. 

How were you treated? 

They never physically 
threatened us but made it 
clear they would kill us if we 
didn't behave. The worst thing 
was the constant walking. 
They were worried about the 
Indian Army catching up with 
them and kept us going 16 
hours a day, climbing above 
the snow line over some very 
tough ridges. I was suffering 
from altitude sickness and I'd 
bought new walking boots and 
hadn't worn them in. My heels 
were rubbed raw. 

When did you start to think, 
"I must take action here"? 

I was completely stunned by 
my loss of freedom. For the 
first 24 hours, I felt like an 
idiot and cursed myself for 



ignoring the warning signs. 
During the second day, I 
turned my anger into a clear 
focus. I was getting out. 

How did you escape? 

I was suffering from diarrhoea 
and decided to use it to my 
advantage as the guards 
had got used to me going in 
and out of the hut at night. 
I waited until about 2am on 
the fourth day and went out. 
The guards didn't take any 
notice. I squatted in the 
bushes and then ran off. My 
heels were rubbed down to 
the bone so I ran in my socks. 

How did you know where to go? 

On the third day of captivity, 
we'd crossed a trail that Don 
said he recognised. He'd been 
along it with his wife a week 
earlier. I knew I'd never get 
another chance like this. That 
night, we stayed in a nomad's 
hut at 4,000 metres with a 
view down to the trekking 
trail. We could even see other 
backpackers with their tents 
down there. When I made 
my break for freedom, I ran 
straight up the mountain 
instead of down. I banked on 
the kidnappers setting out 
down the mountain when 
they found me missing. They 
wouldn't think me crazy 
enough to climb even higher. 
I said to myself that I would 
only turn back down when 
I was sure I was no longer 
being pursued. 

How did you survive? 

I'd been storing bits of food in

my jacket and socks every 
night, but as I ran off in the 
darkness, I realised my light- 
coloured jacket would act like 
a beacon, so I had no choice 
but to throw it away. I ate 
snow to hydrate myself. 

How long were you pursued? 

It's impossible to say. I didn't 
look back. I kept going up 
until I reached a ridge that 
gave me a view back down the 
way I'd come. I sat there for 
several hours, frozen by the 
wind and starving. Later that 
day, I began hallucinating and 
convinced myself I'd strayed 
into Pakistani territory. 
I knew the border was very 
close by. I was barely alive and 
if the helicopter hadn't come, 
I would have frozen to death. 

What was the moment that you 
reached safety? 

I was rescued by an Indian 
military helicopter, after 15 
hours on the run. After I got 
back to Srinagar, I found out 
the militants had kidnapped 
two other Westerners to 
replace me. One of them was 
later beheaded. I've never 
forgotten my comrades: 
Don Hutchings, Keith ^> 
Mangan and Paul Wells.
